More 
translations. The R u s s i a n bat- 
talion commander led us to an 
abandoned G e r m a n barrack* 
where hid men had eaten the 
night before. Hunky Red soldier* 
cleared the tables by pitching 
dirty dishes out the window. In 
another moment crates of liber- 
ated cognac and champaign ap- 
peared. Out came bottles of vod- 
ka, tins of sardines, sausages 
and cheeses. 


"Ivan and GI Joe had met, 


despite the 
language harrier, 


without political overtones, and 
had found pleasure in their meet- 
ing. Rut that was the last thing 
Moscow wanted. By such frater- 
nization Ivan might soon he cor- 
rupted, might soon realize Stalin- 
ism had sold him a bill of goods. 
Sn the spontaneous -jovially of 
the first meetings soon were 
gone. Within two days after the, 
patrols had met, Moscow had 
rung down the Iron Curtain."

Dozen On Hand 


While the exact number is not 


publishable, it is known that nt 
least a dozen of the huge guns, 
mounted on tractors which can 
move across country, have been 
manufactured so far for the Army. 


The weapons, which can 
fire 


either conventional ammunition or 
atomic ihelli, are being organized 


into two-gun batteries. One such 
battery is at the Nevada site. 


A Defense Department spokes- 


man said that, when Wilson said 
he favored increased production of 
atomic artillery, he was referring 
only to the 280 millimeter Army 
gun. The spokesman said the sec- 
retary did not have in mind the 
use of such guns as part of the 
armament of naval vessels. 


Most Accurate 


The Army claims the gun is 


four times more accurate at long 
ranges than any mobile piece de- 
veloped prior to World War II. 
Its maximum accurate range is 
approximately 20 miles. However, 
in the May 23 tests it is expected 
the atomic-loaded shell will be 
fired about eight miles. This range 
will be safe and will provide op- 
portunity for analysn of the shell's 
flight.

mile from Carlsen's corner dis- 
covered and reported the accident 
Detween 2:30 and 3 a.m. 


Although numerous other cars 


ipparently passed 
Goodman's 


wrecked vehicle prior to Gerdes, 
no one stopped. However, the fact 
that the car's headlights were off 
would 
explain 
this, Redebaugh 


said. 


The force of the vehicle's impact 


against the tree rammed the mo- 
or back into the oar. 
Redebaugh reported that there

my ahead of security, who are 
wishfully hopeful in regard to Com- 
munist intentions, my prediction of 
costs must be a gloomy one." 


Bradley To Leave 


Bradley is to leave the joint 


chiefs this summer in a shake-up 
that will put an entirely new top 
military command in the Defense 
d e p a r t m e n t where Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson is seeking to cut 
armed forces costs. 
Wilson and 


other new administration officials 
contend this can be done without 
impairing combat effectiveness.

At the outset of his address, 


Bradley sought to disassociate his 
remarks about military costi^ front 
the present budget-cutting. Heuwld 
he did not have the present budget 
in mind.

Can't Slacken 


"What I want to discuss is the 


long range cost of keeping the 
peace so long as military power is 
needed to keep it," he explained.

India's Nehru Backs New 
Communist Truce Proposal 


NEW DELHI, India— (/Pi—Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru today en- 


dorsed the most recent Communist proposal of repatriation of Korean 
prisoners of war in preference to this week's counter-plan from the 
United Nations Command. 


The U.N. negotiators' proposals, r- 


he told parliament in a special J ,jon commission—including India- 
foreign policy statement, "diverge 
considerably 
from 
the 
Indian- 


authored general assembly resolu- 
tion to which the United Nations 
stands committed." 


Offers "Solid Basis" 


But the Red proposals, he con- 


tinned, are n "very close approxi- 
mation" of the U.N. resolution and 
"seemed to afford a promising, 
solid basis for a solution of the 
immediate problem." 


The U.N. resolution, adopted last 


December, provided that the U.N. 
would take custody of any POW's 
refusing repatriation after a four- 
nation repatriation commission had 
had them for 90 days and n polit- 
ical conference on Korea had dis- 
cussed their future for another 30 
days. 


The Communists last week pro- 


poied Uul * five-nation repatna- 


take over the prisoners for four 
months. The fate of any refusing 
repatriation after that period would 
be settled by a political conference. 


Counter- Proposal 


The U.N. negotiators contended 


this offered the prisoners no alter- 
native to repatriation or continued 
captivity. They countered with a 
proposal that all Korean prisoners 
be released immediately after an 
armistice, to remain in non-Com- 
munist territory if they wished. 
Non-Korean prisoners not desiring 
repatriation would be turned over 
to the commission within 60 days 
and the Communists would be al- 
lowed to visit them and try to per- 
suade them to return home. At the 
end of another 60 days however, 
the remaining prisoners would be 
free to return to Red territory or, 
not, ai they preferred.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. W>— Nathan 


Leopold, millionaire's son impris- 
oned for a 1924 "thrill" killing, 
failed in his bid for freedom Thurs- 
day. 


The Illinois parole and pardon 


board rejected his application for 
a parole from Stateville peniten- 
tiary. It derided that Leopold, now 


, is not "the right type of man 


to go back into society.;1 


Leopold, who has been in prison 


more than 28 years, has been de- 
scribed as a model prisoner pos- 
sessed of an intelligence quotient 
in the genius class. He also served 
as a human guinea pig in medical 
tests at the prison. 


He is serving an 85-year prison 


term for his part in the brutal 1921 
kidnap-slaymp of 14-year-old Bob- 
by Franks. Richard Loeb, also the 
son of wealthy parents, was im- 
prisoned with Leopold but was 
killed in a brawl with another con- 
vict in 1936. Both were 19 when 
they killed young Franks "for the 
thrill."

Antibiotics 
Blamed for 
Some Deaths 


CHICAGO Wl-The antibiotics— 


often life-savers in combatting dis- 
ease—were blamed today for a 
"noticeable increase" in the num- 
ber of fatal cases of fungus infec- 
tion. 


A team of physicians described 


how they found yeast-like organ- 
isms that had grown in the blood, 
lungs, kidneys or heart muscles of 
five persons who died after intense 
treatment with antibiotics. 


The patients had received such 


antibiotics as penicillin, aureomy- 
cin, 
tcrramycin, 
chloromycetin 


and streptomycin for upper res- 
piratory tract infections and other 
ailments. 


Four of the five deaths were 


blamed on a fungus known as can- 
dida albicans. This fungus, which 
in the past has shown little ten- 
dency to spread, has been known 
to cause local infections in the 
mouth, skin, nails and vagina. 


The doctors said the significance 


of the increase of generalized and 
fatal infections of this type "has 
not been universally accepted" but 
they noted that many medical re- 
ports h a v e appeared recently 
warning of the increased virulence 
of the fungus during intense anti- 
biotic treatment. 


The report in the Journal of the 


American Medical association was 
made by Drs. Curland Brown jr.. 
Simon Propp. C. Maynard Guest 
and Richard T. Beebe of Albany, 
N. Y.. and Lawrence Early of 
Hudson. N. Y.

Trading has been so meager the first part of this week 


that brokers complain they aren't doing enough business to 
meet expenses. 
But the business news continues good. Bears note the 


first signs of a coming slowdown, but if so it will slide down 
from a very high peak.

White House economists estimate that the nation turned 


out a record amount of goods and services in the first three 
months of the year, producing at an annual rate of 363 bil- 
lion dollars. This gross national product figure for all of 
1952 was a little more than 346 billion dollars, itself a new 
high.Later figures are also cheery. Steel mills have just had 
their biggest April ever, the American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute reports. Output set a record for the first four months 
of this year at 38'/j million tons, topping by 9.5 per cent the 
tonnage output in the first third of 1952.

At the same time Defense Secretary Wilson predicts that 


military spending for hard goods will rise this summer and 
fall, helping to sustain the bright prospects for steel con- 
sumption. 


Chain store and mail order houses report sales volume 


averaged 2.7 per cent higher this April than last, the 13th 
straight month they've beat year-ago figures. 


General Electric reports its major appliance sales in 


the first four months of this year ran more than 10 per cent 
ahead of a year ago. 


The Pennsylvania railroad'reports that gross revenue in 


April was the largest for any April in its history. For the 
first four months of this year the road's net income was more 
than double its net profit in the same period last year.

He Cites Type of Foreign Relations "Interference" 
Much More "Flagrant, Dangerous" Than McCarthy's 


In the noisy and overly righteous outcry against Senator Joe Mc- 


Carthy for his interference to suppress trade with the Chinese enemy 
by certain Greeks. I heard no reference to a much more flagrant and 
dangerous interference in foreign relations. I refer, of course, to the 
political conspiracies which are being waged in many countries by 
the American Federation of Labor, David Dubinsky and his Garment 
Workers union, and Jay Lovestone and Irving Brown, notorious Com- 


munists, who broke with the Kremlin and set up a 
rival Communist movement. 
A dispatch 
from 


Frankfurt, Germany, recently stated that the A. F. 
of L. was transmitting $10.000 a month to the 
Central Intelligence Agency, which in turn, was 
passing it on to a thing called the Combat Group 
which was described as a spying service engaged 
in collecting information about Russian concentra- 
tion camps. 


I do not vouch for the figure or the statement. 


But I do know that the Central Intelligence Agency, 
an offjc;ai government bureau has been carrying 


on outrageous activities in foreign countries and that President Eisen- 
hower has gone of his way to show favor toward Irving Brown, who 
has been enjoying a dishonest newspaper and magazine ballyhoo as a 
brave anti-Red. The truth is that Brown has no record of any physi- 
cal action or labor and never has answered a challenge to show 
when and in what terms he repudiated Karl Marx and Communism. 
He has been a sedentary unioneer and a Communist all his adult life. 


It will be remembered that President Eisenhower had to throw 


down Harold Stassen, his Mutual Security Administrator, who had 
stalled around on the matter of the ships trading with Communist 
China while McCarthy got prompt results. 
The complaint against 


McCarthy was that, even though he did not deal with the government 
of Greece, he did "undermine" Stassen's bureau and the state de- 
partment. 


Now, 
McCarthy is a senator and 


chairman of one of the mosl im- 
portant committees in the Senate. 
The A. F. of L. Dubinsky. Love- 
stone and Brown, on the contrary, 
have no official status and are vi-

Two pro-Labor newspapers print- 


ed front-page editorials upholding 
Attlce's right to say there are "ele- 
ments' in America which oppose 
a Korean settlement. Other news- 
papers with varying political view- 
points plainly indicated their sym- 
pathies lay with the Labor party's 
leader. 


President Eisenhower's concilia- 


tory remarks at his weekly press 
conference were all but lost in the 
shuffle. The President said he did 
not think the rift between Britain 
and the U. S. over dealings with 
Russia and Korean policy is as 
wide as it might appear. 


Russian papers devoted nearly 


a page Thursday to the foreign 
affairs debate in the House of 
Commons earlier this week—the 
biggest play a British parliamen- 
tary discussion has won in the 
Soviet press in years. 


Moscow dispatches made it plain 


that Russian citizens were being 
given the impression that Stalin's 
prediction about serious trouble be- 
tween the U. S. and "Britain was 
coming true. 


Moscow radio Thursday 
broad- 


cast a lengthy review of the ever- 
growing dissatisfaction with var- 
ious aspects of United States pol- 
icy" in the British Parliament. 


In London today both the Inde- 


pendent leftist Daily Mirror and 
the Labnrite Daily Herald lambast- 
ed McCarthy for in effect demand- 
ing that Britain apologize for Att- 
lee's remarks.

Tornado Rate in U* S. Up 
Sharply* Scientists Claim 


CHICAGO 1*1 — Scientists don't 


know precisely why, but the U. S 
is taking a heavy belting fiom tor- 
nadoes tliis year. 


The season for twisters, gener- 


ally running from April through 
July, got off to a loaiing start 
when tornadoes struck somewhere 
on 14 days during April. Another 
twister that crushed the Waco, 
Tex., business district, followed in 
early May. 


Since 1916. April has had an av- 


erage of 8'/i tornado days. 
The 


April record of 18 tornado days 
was set in 1929. 


Tornadoes are the smallest—but 


sometimes the most vicious and 
death-dealing—of all storms. 


Don't Know Cause 


Experts know the weather con- 


ditions 
favorable 
for 
breeding 


these ominous black funnels, but 
they don't know the exact cause. 
The U. S. Weather Bureau and Air 
Force are conducting studies to 
help them in forecasting their oc- 
curence.

Generally, an explosive situation 


occurs when a layer of cool, dry 
air spreads over a thick ground 
layer of warm, moist air.

warm air is lighter and creates a 
turbulence when it attempts to rise 
suddenly. 


Affecting a much larger area 


than the tornado, a Spanish word 
meaning twister, are the hurri- 
cane or typhoon and the cyclone.

Defines Storms 


Harry Maynaid, research assist- 


ant in 'the University of Chicago's 
department of meteorology, gives 
these definitions: 


Tornado: a very small, localized 


violent storm. The funnel, from 100 
feet to one half mile wide, is a 
partial vacuum. The speed of the 
whirling air is thought to be from 
300 to 500 miles an hour. Houses 
or buildings caught in the funnel's 
vacuum sometimes virtually ex- 
plode because of the heavier .air 
pressure inside the structures. 


Hurricane: a violent wind storm 


that forms in the tiopics. A hurri- 
cane, a huge round cone of whirl- 
ing uir. may be only 100 to 300 
miles wide when it is formed but 
its si/« becomes larger as it trav- 
els. The winds in a hurricane aio 
75 or more miles and hour and 
mine in such a large circular mo- 
tion that they appear to travel in 
a straight direction. 
Most hurri- 


canes begin in the tropical part of 
the Atlantic Ocean near the West 
Coast of Africa, in the Caribbean 
Sea or the Gulf of Mexico. 


Typhoon: a hurricane. The name 


typhoon is applied to the violent 
tropical cyclones that sweep over 
the Pacific Ocean from the Philip- 
pine Islands to Japan and the coast 
of China. 


Cyclone: a low pressure area in 


which winds move in a counter- 
clockwise 
direction 
sometimes 


having a diameter from 500 to 1.000 
miles. It can cause intense storms, 
or its winds can bo as weak as 
10 miles an hour.

He 
moved to the United States and 
became a citizen in 1932.

XKW BO.OOO KILOWATT GENERATOR arrives on special flat car at Dixon power plant of the Public 
Service Company. 
The 371.400 pound unit, built by Allis-Chalmers. had its own special train en route 


from Milwaukee and railroad schedules had to be adjusted so no other trains would meet or pass it be- 
cause of its extra width. Installation of the new unit, scheduled for completion this fall, will increase 
the electric generating capacity of the Dixon station from 65.000 to J25.500 kilowatts—enough electri- 
city to serve a city of more than 250,000 people. The interconnected power system of which Public 
Service is a part now has a capacity of 3.062.000 kilowatts. A total of 7".|,000 -kilowatts of new electric: 
generating capacity has been added to the system since the end of World War II and another 851,000 
kilowatts, including the 60.000 kilowatt Dixon unit, is scheduled for completion between now and the end 
of 1955. The last previous unit built at the Dixon plant was a 50,000 kilowatt turbo-generator completed 


in 1945.

proposal contained sonic seeds of 
danger /or Allied harmony, that 
he might cause America's friends 
to distrust its intentions and doubt 
its leadership.
